Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Keport  relating  to  the  health  of 
the  District  for  the  year  1898. 

The  Area  of  the  District  is  14,486  Acres. 

At  the  census  of  April,  1891,  the  population  was  found  to 
be  6,391. 

To  the  middle  of  1898  the  estimated  population  amounts 
to  6,898. 

During  the  year  161  births  were  registered,  viz.,  85  males 
and  76  females. 

The  deaths  were  98 — viz.,  52  males  and  46  females. 

The  natural  increase  of  the  population  by  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  is  68. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  28*3  per  thousand  of  the 
population. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  14*2  per  thousand  of  the 
population. 

The  infantile  death  rate  (i.e.,  infants  under  one  year)  8-04 
per  thousand  of  the  population. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  ages  at  which  the  deaths

Of  these  98  deaths,  8 were  caused  by  the  Zymotic  class  of 
disease,  viz,: — Typhoid  Fever,  1 at  Breedon  ; Measlese,  1 at 
Breedon ; Scarlet  Fever,  2 at  Castle  Donington ; Whooping 
Cough,  1 at  Castle  Donington  ; Diarrhoea,  1 at  Castle  Doning- 
ton ; Diarrhoea,  2 at  Remington.  Total  8.  Of  these 
Zymotic  deaths,  only  3 came  under  the  Notification  Act,  viz., 
the  two  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  at  Castle  Donington,  and 
the  one  from  Typhoid  Fever  at  Breedon,  the  other  five  not 
being  notifiable  in  this  District.  The  Zymotic  death  rate  was 
1T6  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

Ninety-two  notifications  of  Infectious  disease  were  received 
during  the  year,  viz.  Scarlet  Fever,  67  at  Castle  Donington  ; 
Scarlet  Fever,  10  at  Diseworth  ; Scarlet  Fever,  6 at  Kegworth  ; 
Diphtheria.  1 at  Castle  Donington  ; Typhoid  Fever,  1 at  Keg- 
worth ; Typhoid  Fever,  1 at  Tonge  ; Erysipelas,  3 at  Kegworth  ; 
Erysipelas,  1 at  Diseworth  ; Erysipelas,  2 at  Castle  Donington. 
Total  92. 

Scarlati  a. — Cases  occurred  at  Diseworth.  They  were 
confined  to  one  end  of  the  village.  There  were  only  ten  cases 
of  a mild  character,  but  the  School  Authorities  thought  well  to 
close  the  Schools.  There  were  no  deaths.  Endeavours  were 
made  to  find  a Cottage  for  isolating  the  cases,  but  a suitable 
one  could  not  be  found.  Two  trained  Nurses  were  engaged, 
and  the  outbreak  was  confined  to  the  10  cases. 
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At  Kegworth,  cases  of  overcrowding  and  insanitary  houses 
were  dealt  with,  and  also  samples  of  impure  water.  A case  of 
Typhoid  Fever  occurred  in  a low  part  of  the  village  ; the  house 
was  dirty,  with  no  proper  ventilation,  and  unfit  for  the  patien^ 
to  be  treated  efficiently,  and  he  was  removed  by  my  direction 
to  the  Derby  Infirmary. 

At  Castle  Donington,  Measles  were  prevalent  at  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  and  the  Schools  were  closed.  Cases  of 
Scarlatina  existed  throughout  the  year,  and  towards  the  autumn 
there  was  quite*  an  epidemic  of  the  disease.  There  were 
altogether  as  many  as  67  cases  notified,  and  two  deaths 
occurred.  The  schools  were  closed  and  bills  of  instruction 
posted  about  the  place.  There  was  a proposal  made  by  the 
District  Council  for  the  erection  of  an  Infectious  Hospital,  and 
a site  was  inspected  for  the  purpose,  which  was  thought  to  be 
quite  suitable,  and  I hope  that  the  proposal  may  be  soon  carried 
out. 


Three  inquests  were  held  during  the  year.
